MOVES UP TO 37TH IN U.S. NEWS GRADUATE SCHOOL SURVEY 


WASHINGTON -- U.S. News & World Report has ranked The 
Graduate School of Education and Human Development (GSEHD) at The 
George Washington University 37th among graduate education 
programs that grant Ph.D. or Ed.D. degrees. The results of the 
third annual survey of education schools in the "America's Best 
Graduate Schools" issue showed GW's continuous progress in the 
rankings from 39th last year to 37th this year, placing the 
school in the top 20% of graduate schools of education in the 
nation. 

"GSEHD is proud to once again be included in the U.S..News 
rankings of graduate schools of education," said Dean Mary 
Hatwood Futrell. "The School's move up from 39th to 37th is a 
reflection of the continued efforts of faculty, students and 
staff to enhance the quality of our programs and services." 

The survey uses five categories to determine the rankings: 
faculty resources, research activity, student selectivity, 
measurement of reputation by deans and faculty and a national 
cross-section of school superintendents in school districts with 
more than 5,000 students.

News & World Report dated March 10, is now available on 
newsstands.

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U.S. NEWS REVISES GRADUATE SCHOOL RANKINGS 
GW LAW SCHOOL MOVES UP 


WASHINGTON -- U.S. News & World Report has reported a 
miscalculation in the law school rankings that appeared in the 
March 10 issue of the magazine. As a result, GW Law School moves 
to 23rd, rather than the earlier reported ranking of 24th. The 
error was confined to the law school listing and did not affect 
the other 32 rankings in the book. U.S. News has rechecked all 
the other figures in its "1997 America's Best Graduate Schools" 
guidebook to ensure their accuracy. 

The miscalculation occurred because two field descriptions 
were transposed in the database used to calculate the employment 
rate for 1995 law school graduates as of February 15, 1996. Both 
data points involved the number of graduates who were unemployed. 
One figure was the number of unemployed graduates who were not 
seeking employment; the other, the number who were seeking 
employment. Thus, the employment rate was figured incorrectly and 
33 law schools within the top 50, including GW, were misranked. 

U.S. News will run a revised copy of the ranking tables for 
all the law schools in next week's issue. The directory, which is 
currently on sale at newsstands, has been recalled and will be 
replaced when books with the revised rankings are printed.

University President's Medal to Stephen R. Graubard, who has served 
as editor of Daedalus, the Journal of the American Academy, for 35 
years. Graubard is also Walter Annenberg Fellow at Brown University 
and emeritus professor of history at Brown, where he served as 
professor of history from 1966-1995. He has edited or co-edited at 
least 20 works deriving from specific issues of Daedalus. His 
articles and book reviews have appeared in many learned journals and 
newspapers around the United States and Europe. Graubard received his 
doctorate from Harvard in 1951. 

Established in 1988, The George Washington University's 
President's Medal is the highest honor awarded by the president of 
the University. Cast in pewter and brass and engraved with the 
profile of GW's namesake, George Washington, the medal hangs from a 
buff and blue ribbon reminiscent of General Washington's regimental 
colors.

The creators of "Croak, or The Last Frog," Anne Le Baron and 
Leslie B. Jacobson, base this musical theatre piece on scientific 
fact while humanizing and personalizing the journey of Cassandra, 
the last frog on earth who is searching for her final resting 
place.

Prior to 
the Smithsonian, Heyer worked as a field site manager in Thailand 
for the Field Museum of Natural History and as assistant 
professor at Pacific Lutheran University. 

John C. Harshbarger, professor of pathology at The George 
Washington University, will lead a brief discussion on the 
different possibilities for diseases affecting amphibian 
populations entitled, "Inborn, Airborne, Waterborne, Vectorborne 
and Contact Diseases." Harshbarger is also director of registry 
of tumors in lower animals, a National Cancer Institute-funded 
contract in the department of pathology at GW's Medical Center. 
This registry studies neoplasia and related diseases in cold¬ 
blooded vertebrate and invertebrate animals. He is a leading 
authority in the field of comparative oncology, studying the 
histopathology of cancer among lower animal populations and is 
the first recipient of the. "Prince Hitachi Prize for Comparative 
Oncology," established in honor of His Imperial Highness Prince 
Hitachi of Japan. Harshbarger is also a member of the Disease and 
Pathology Working Group of the DAPTF. 

Jack Cover, who works on the Rain Forest exhibits at 
Baltimore's National Aquarium, which maintains a living 
collection of about 1,000 tropical frogs, will present the third 
topic discussion on "Captive Breeding of Frogs: A Potential 
Remedy for Some Amphibian Declines." Co-chair of the Amphibian 
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Taxonomic Advisory Group of the American Zoo and Aquarium 
Association, Cover has published numerous articles on the captive 
care, display and reproduction of poison dart frogs and 
neotropical treefrogs. He also conducts research on the lack of 
defensive skin toxins in captive-born frogs and amphibian 
behavior and, most currently, the status and distribution of the 
rare blue poison dart frog from Suriname. 

Joe Mitchell, adjunct professor and research biologist at 
the.University of Richmond and co-chair of the Appalachian . 
Working Group of DAPTF's North American Program, will join in the 
scientific•panel discussion following the high school 
performance. Mitchell has been conducting amphibian monitoring 
research at three military bases, Shenandoah National Park and 
national forests in Virginia since 1994. He is the author of "The 
Reptiles of Virginia" and more than 100 publications on the 
natural history and ecology of amphibians and reptiles. 

M.S. candidates in GW's department of Biological Sciences, 
Nathalie Panayiotakis and Christine Geist will join the 
scientists in a panel discussion immediately following the 
special high school performance. Panayiotakis is studying the 
correlation of calcium balance with the presence of tadpoles in a 
pond ecosystem while Geist is studying posthatching feeding and 
dispersal behavior of Wood Frog tadpoles. Their advisor is Dr. H.

Background: 

A Research Professor of communication at The George Washington 
University School of Media and Public Affairs, Jarvis sounds a 
forceful voice on politics and race relations as she crusades for 
equity on behalf of America's minorities. The essence of her work is 
connecting people with politics through frank and open debate. From 
the halls of Congress to community forums, universities to newsrooms, 
from local government to big business, hers is a respected voice. 

Since 1993, Jarvis has been teaching both undergraduate and 
graduate students on how news coverage has influenced racial 
attitudes and public policies. During the 1996 campaign, Sonia 
Jarvis' perspectives on race and politics were heard in reports on 
National Public Radio and in The Boston Globe and The New York Times. 

"America needs to stop avoiding the issue of race," Jarvis says, 
"It strikes at the very roots of our group and personal 
identification, at the essence of who we are as a nation and a 
community. We must address it, confront it, work through it and 
resolve it." 
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Jarvis' expanding commentary on elections, public policy and media 
coverage of minority issues led to her fall 1993 appointment to the 
John F. Kennedy School of Government at Harvard University. There, on 
sabbatical, she taught a course entitled "Race, Politics and the News 
Media: From Watts 1965 to South Central 1992," which is the theme for 
her forthcoming book. 

In her current endeavor, "Dialogue 2000: A Project Examining the 
Interplay of Race, Media and Politics," Jarvis focuses again on the 
explosive intersection of race, politics and the news media. This 
analysis identifies implications of the three-part convergence for our 
democratic form of government in particular and for American society in 
general. 

A graduate of Stanford University and Yale Law School, Jarvis 
served as managing attorney for the Center for National Policy Review 
at Catholic University in 1984. Here she was active in policy analysis, 
advocacy, litigation and enforcement. Also, she acted as project 
director for the Citizens' Commission on Civil Rights. In 1986, she 
joined the National Security Archive, litigating on behalf of 
newspeople seeking files under the Freedom of Information Act. From 
1987-1994, Jarvis was executive director of the National Coalition on 
Black Voter Participation, Inc., where she became a nationally- 
recognized expert on grass-roots voter participation in black 
communities and a leading voice in the fight for the national "motor- 
voter" law. 

The SMPA Stephen Holly Bronz Lecture Series annually welcomes 
journalists, news executives and newsmakers to discuss trends and 
challenges in journalism and public affairs. The lecture series is 
endowed by the Bronz family in memory of Stephen Holly Bronz, author of

GW ENVIRONMENTAL CLINIC SPEARHEADS CHALLENGE TO 
JUSTICE DEPARTMENT'S NEW RESTRICTIONS ON INTERNAL CRITICS; 
FOUR WATCH-DOG ORGANIZATIONS JOIN IN LEGAL ACTION 


WASHINGTON -- On Wednesday, March 12, 1997, Daniel S. 

Jacobs, a.Justice Department lawyer, will charge the Clinton 
Administration with constitutional and statutory violations 
designed to silence internal critics in the Justice Department. 
The filing will occur on Wednesday afternoon at the Federal 
District Court in Washington, D.C. The filing will be composed of 
a’complaint alleging constitutional and statutory violations and 
a motion for preliminary injunction. 

Jacobs' action includes a joint amicus brief from the 
leading national organizations in the area of civil liberties and 
whistleblower protections. These organizations include the 
American Civil Liberties Union (Art Spitzer), the Government 
Accountability Project (Tom Carpenter), the National Treasury 
Employees Union (Greg Ogden) and the Public Employees for 
Environmental Responsibility (Jeff Ruch). Lead counsel in the 
case is GW Law Professor Jonathan Turley, director of the Shapiro 
Environmental Clinic. This case represents the first time that 
all of these organizations have combined to file a joint legal 
action. 

Jacobs will challenge the so-called "Schiffer Rule," named 
after Lois Schiffer, assistant attorney general for the 
Environmental and Natural Resources Division. Schiffer has 
implemented a rule that bars whistleblowers from discussing their 
cases with their attorneys absent prior approval from the 
Division. The Schiffer Rule is virtually identical to a rule 
imposed during the Reagan Administration and contested by the 
ACLU and NTEU. The rule was denounced by public interest groups 
as abusive and retaliatory. Ultimately, the D.C. Circuit held 
that the restriction on attorney-client communications was an 
egregious violation of the First Amendment by the Reagan 
Administration. Ironically, the ACLU board member involved in the 
prior suit, Martin v. Lauer, against the Reagan Administration 
was Lois Schiffer. 

The legal action comes after a long-standing conflict 
between Schiffer and reform advocates. When she was nominated as 
the head of the Environmental Division, various watch-dog groups 
opposed the nomination, charging that Schiffer had shown 
intolerance of internal critics and disinterest in reform. 
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Schiffer's nomination was long delayed but eventually approved 
after the Administration promised to protect internal critics in 
the Division. Despite this guarantee, critics contend that the 
Schiffer Rule represents the most overt threat against a 
whistleblower in the Environmental Division and the most 
substantial rollback attempted on whistleblower protections since 
the Reagan Administration. 

Under the Schiffer Rule, a whistleblower must notify 
division staff before speaking with any attorney about the basis 
for claims and receive prior approval for each disclosure. 

Counsel for Jacobs and the various amicus organizations will ask 
the federal district court to issue an injunction against 
Schiffer to prevent her from enforcing this rule. 

Professor Turley commented, "While Schiffer is the first 
divisional head to yield to the obvious temptation to regulate 
the speech of her critics, the significance of this.experiment 
will not be lost on other divisional and agency heads. Given Ms. 
Schiffer's personal involvement and knowledge of Martin v. Lauer, 
the attempted rollback of protections for whistleblowers can only 
be viewed as a direct challenge to the authority of this Circuit 
and the protections of federal whistleblowers." 

Jacobs has alleged a pattern of wrongdoing and unethical 
conduct within the Environmental Enforcement Section, a 
160-person section of the Environmental Division with the 
responsibility of enforcing federal environmental laws. Jacobs is 
a 13-year veteran of the Justice Department who has served as 
lead counsel on some of the largest cases in the Section. Jacobs 
holds three degrees: a J.D. from Duke University; an M.Phil from 
Cambridge University; and an A.B. from Middlebury College. Jacobs 
has published pieces on various environmental areas and has 
served as both an adjunct professor at American University Law 
School and the faculty of Middlebury College. 

The J.B. and Maurice Shapiro Environmental Clinic is part of 
the Environmental Law Advocacy Center at The George Washington 
University, which is also directed by Turley. The Jacobs case 
joins a remarkable docket of significant pending legal actions by 
Turley and his law students, including the on-going "Area 51" 
litigation and the Rocky Flats case.

Washington -- The George Washington University will welcome 
Marc Saperstein as its new Charles E. Smith Professor of Jewish 
History and director of the Judaic Studies Program next fall. 
Saperstein's appointment marks the University's first steps to 
expand its 20 year-old Judaic Studies Program. 

"I am extremely pleased to have Professor Marc Saperstein 
join The George Washington University faculty as director of the 
Judaic Studies Program," said Don Lehman, vice president for 
Academic Affairs at The George Washington University. "Professor 
Saperstein's presence, along with our current Judaic Studies 
faculty, plus the recent acquisition by GW of the extensive Kiev 
collection of books and manuscripts pertaining to Judaism, 
positions GW to have a top-ranked program in the study of the 
Jewish people."

University, serving as director of its program in Jewish and Near 
Eastern Studies since 1989. Also, he has been visiting professor 
at Columbia University, the University of Pennsylvania, the Iliff 
School of Theology and University of Missouri at St. Louis. 
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He is the author of four books, "Decoding the Rabbis," 
"Moments of Crisis in Jewish Christian Relations," "Jewish 
Preaching 1200-1800" (recipient of the National Jewish Book Award 
in the area of Jewish thought) and "Your Voice Like a Ram's 
Horn," which won the National Jewish Book Award in general 
scholarship. The editor of "Essential Papers on Messianic 
Movements and Personalities in Jewish History," Saperstein also 
has written more than 30 articles and reviews on various aspects 
of Jewish history, literature and thought. 

A 1966 summa cum laude graduate of Harvard, Saperstein 
received a master's degree in Jewish History and Hebrew 
literature at the Hebrew University in Jerusalem and a rabbinical 
ordination at Hebrew-Union College-Jewish Institute of Religion 
in New York. In 1972 he returned to Harvard for his doctorate in 
Near Eastern Languages and Civilizations. 

Saperstein has received the Henry and Kent Fellowships, as 
well as the American Council of Learned Societies Research grant 
and research fellowships at the Institute for Advanced Studies of 
the Hebrew University, Jerusalem, and the Center for Judaic 
Studies at the University of Pennsylvania.

GW PROFESSOR CARL STERN NAMED TO TRANSPORTATION TASK FORCE 
TO ASSIST FAMILIES IN AVIATION DISASTERS 

Washington -- Carl Stern, Shapiro Professor of Journalism at The George Washington 
University’s School of Media and Public Affairs and former director of the U.S. Department 
of Justice Public Affairs Office, has been appointed to a 23-member Advisory Committee on 
Assistance to Families in Aviation Disasters. The charter of this U.S. Department of 
Transportation task force is to make recommendations on improving assistance to and 
treatment of the families of passengers involved in commercial aviation accidents. 

Mandated by the Aviation Disaster Family Assistance Act of 1996, the task force will 
consider issues relating to the treatment of families by the media and the legal community. 
The task force will also examine issues raised by the White House Commission on Aviation 
Safety and Security, whose recent report urged U.S. Secretary of Transportation Rodney E. 
Slater to make the establishment of this task force a top priority. Slater will submit the 
recommendations of the task force to Congress by October 9, 1997. 

Representatives on the task force include families involved in aviation accidents, the 
American Red Cross, airline pilots, airline flight attendants, experts from the legal and public 
communications fields, and members of the U.S. Secretary of Transportation’s office, 

National Transportation Safety Board, Federal Emergency Management Agency, the 
departments of State, Defense, and Health and Human Services and the Attorney General’s 
office.

Henry F. Graff, a distinguished historian of America, 
specializes in the history of the presidency and the foreign 
relations of the United States. Graff, professor emeritus of history 
at Columbia University, where he also served as chair of the 
department from 1961-1964, taught courses in both subjects at 
Columbia where he was a member of the faculties of Columbia College, 
the Graduate School of Arts and Sciences and the School of 
International and Public Affairs. He has also served as visiting 
professor at Vassar College and has lectured on many campuses 
including those of the service academies. 

Graff's topical articles have frequently appeared in The New 
York Times, The New York Times Magazine and the Los Angeles Times, 
and his book reviews in The New York Times Book Review. He has 
contributed many articles to the Dictionary of American Biography and 
to other encyclopedias and compilations, including The New 
Encyclopedia of the American Presidency. At present he is a 
consultant to ABC on its planned series of end-of-the-century 
documentaries. 
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A Phi Beta Kappa and magna cum laude graduate of City College 
of New York, Graff received his master's degree from Columbia 
University in 1942 and his Ph.D. in 1949. Graff was honored with a 
Senior Fellowship by the Freedom Forum Media Studies Center (formerly 
the Gannett Foundation Media Center) at Columbia for the academic 
year 1991-1992, in order to work on his book of essays on the 
Presidency, tentatively entitled "The Role of the Press in Shaping 
the Persona of the Presidency." Also, he has been honored with 
Columbia's Great Teacher Award and with the Mark Van Daren Award, 
bestowed by the student body of Columbia College for distinguished 
teaching and scholarship. 

Graff was nominated in 1993 by President Clinton for membership 
on the newly-established President John F. Kennedy Assassination 
Records Review Board. In 1996 Graff received City College's coveted 
Townsend Harris Medal in recognition of distinguished post-graduate 
achievement in his field. He was also honored in 1990 with the Kidger 
Award of the New England History Teachers Association for distinction 
as teacher and author. 

Graff serves as a member of the Board of Directors of the Rand 
McNally Company, and has served on the Board of Trustees of the 
Columbia University Press. He recently was president of Columbia's 
Friends of the Library, chairman of the editorial board of 
Constitution magazine and member of the editorial advisory board of 
the four-volume Encyclopedia of the American Presidency, published by 
Simon and Schuster in 1994. 

On invitation, Graff presented a first edition copy of "The 
Presidents: A Reference History" to President Ronald Reagan for 
placement in the White House Library. President Clinton held a 
similar session in the Oval Office in June 1996 to receive a copy of 
the Second Edition. An updated paperbound edition will appear in May 
1997. 


Established in 1988, The George Washington University's 
President's Medal is the highest honor awarded by the president of 
the University. Cast in pewter and brass and engraved with the 
profile of GW's namesake, George Washington, the medal hangs from a 
buff and blue ribbon reminiscent of General Washington's regimental 
colors. The President's Medal recognizes the distinctive achievements 
of each recipient. Past Medal recipients include Vaclav Havel, Victor 
Borge, Walter Cronkite, Abba Eban and Gilbert Grosvenor.
